New Sewer- Water 
Rates Established 
By Village Board 

Services Combined Under 

One Department Headed 

By Superintendent 



An ordinance establishing new wa- 
ter and sewer rates was passed Tues- 
day evening by the village board. 

The ordinance combined the two 
services under one department to be 
administered by a superintendent 
who will be appointed by the presi- 
dent and confirmed by the board. 

A minimum of $2 a quarter is set 
for water service and $1.65 a quarter 
for sewer service under the combi- 
nation plan, where less than 6,000 
gallons Is serviced. Beyond that the 
charges are as follows: 

Watei»— Six thousand "to 25,000, 28 
cents, per thousand; 25,000 to 50,000, 
17 cents; 50,000 to 75,000, 15 cents; 
75,000 to 100,000, 12 cents; and over 
100,000 gallons 11 cents a thousand. 

Sewage— Six thousand to 15,000 gal- 
lons, 22 cents a thousand; 15,000 to 
20,000, 19 cents; 20.000 to 25,000, 16 
cents; 25,000 and over 10 cents a 
thousand. 

Also Set Flat Rate 

Those using village water but not 
the city sewer will apply the old wa- 
ter rale and those using the city sew- 
er but not v/aler will be given a flat 
rate to be determined on meterings 
of a similar place in other localities. 

Hereafter no sower service will be 
provided for those who do not use 
village water. 

The board approved the bond of 
the Ribori Construction Co., for the 
construction of the new sewage dis- 
posal plant improvements. The bond 
was the same as the bid which was 
in excess of $34,000. 

The Ribori company lias been mov- 
ing in equipment and supplies and 
it is expected that work will be in 
full progress soon. 

OrdlnaBce Has Teeth 

Attorney McGaughey said -the new 
ordinance will have teeth in it in that 
it, provides^'for alien against the pro-' 
perty in event the bills are not paid. 
The owner of the proper'y is as much 
responsible for the payment of the 
bills as the renter. The ordinance will 
be recorded with the county recorder 
for lien purposes. 

Deposits of $50 are required in 
making connections and the money 
not used for this purpose is refund- 
ed to the properly owner. 

Users of^ the sewer and water ser- 
vice will b*e billed quarterly. If pay 
m-n's ire made in.20 days a 10 per- 
cent discount is given. Failure to pay 
in 90 days means disconnection of 
services. To re-establish service after 
the bill is paid a $5 fee will be 
charged.

Where Government Does All 
The Thinking 

The Journal, of Chinook. Montana, recently car- 
ried a news story concerning an old-time resident of 
the town who had just returned home from a visit to 
relatives in Sweden, whom he had not seen since he 
emigrated to America 41 years ago. He found much to 
admire in the nation of his birth. But he found much 
to criticize, too. To quote the Journal, "All utilities In 
Sweden are owned and operated by the government, he 



says, with the same result observed under government 
management In this or any other country — Mgh cost, 
limited service, general inefficiency, and the smother- 
ing of individual. Initiative. . , , He would not care to 
live In a country where the government docs all your 
thinking for you, as they attempt to do over there." 

This has a familiar ring. As paternalistic govern- 
ments, go, Sweden's is perhaps the most honest and 
efficient in the world. But, whether such a government 
be honorable or corrupt, the end result is pretty much 
the same. Government-owned enterprise always suc- 
cumbs to the Inertia of a top-heavy bureaucracy. The 
people can like It or lump it, and it makes little dif- 
ference to the entrenched officeholders. The resources 
Qf the nation arc sapped to keep the super-state going, 
and there is little room for individual enterprise — even 
as there Is little reward for hard work and individual 
achievement. Incentive dies. 

At tlic end, the Journal says the traveler from 
Chinook "Is a stronger believer than ever In the Ameri- 
can way that encourages individual initiative." The 
paramount duty of all Americans is to keep that way 

alive and strong. 

* « • 

Something For Nothing 

In the words of J. C. Penny, "Socialized medicine 
Is another Utopian scheme to convince the American 
people they can get something for nothing." 

Socialized mcdldne would be one of the most 
cosily endeavors we could undertake. For Instance, the 
proposed Wagner-Murray-Dlngell bill, which would be- 
only the first step toward socialization of the healing 
arts, would cost a minimum of $4,000,000,000 a year to 
administer, and might cost in excess of $6,000,000,000 
— every dime of -which would come, directly or Indi- 
rectly, from the pockets of labor, industry and the gen- 
eral taxpayer. 

- Even dismissing the financial phase of the matter, 
socialized medldne would have to be paid for in the 
coin of political domination of medical care. In time, 
every doctor, dentist, nurse, hospital, clinic, research 
center and medical school would feel the power of a 
gigantic bureaucracy. Political favor, rather than ability, 
would be the road to advancement. Under these cir- 
cumstances, a sharp decline in the standards of medi- 
cal care would be as' inevitable as tomorrow morning.

"Dca'ths from cancer among all age 
groups stood at 12,847 in 1046, as 
compared with 5,585 in 1936, an In- 
crease of 43 per cent In 10 years, or 
an average Increase of about .4 per 
cent annually. 

"Cancer can be cured In n large 
number of cases if it is recognized 
soon enough and treated properly. 
Periodic check-ups would bring to 
light prc-canccrous conditions that 
might be readily corrected In many 
people. While much research work is 
being carried on and promising' new 
methods of treatment are being dc- 
vclpocd, reliance must still be placed 
on X-ray, radium and surgery for the 
control of the disease," Dr. Cross con- 
cluded.

,7hls situation is now aggravated by 
the fact that the production, of eight 
major foods is now lower by 7 per- 
cent than before the war' while the 
population has tncrcaaed by 8 per* 
cent 

The 1947 wheat crop of the U. S. 
was a record high of 1.4 billion bu* 
ahcis, bill 400,000,000 bushels of this 
is*bclng exported. 

With average growing conditions 
in 1948 the wheat crop Is expected to 
be 1 bUlIon bushels.- If wc continue 
to export at the same rate, Ameri- 
cans will have less flour than in 1047. 

The <1M7 corn crop was very short 
and shorter supplies of beef, veal, 
pork and lamb arc In store for 1940. 
High prices of wheat has cut down 
itJ use as feed for livestoclc. 

' Lard SyppliM Smaller 
'<:Lard supplies will be smaller due 
io the shortage of com for fattening. 
If exports to foreign countries of 
edible oils, lards and dairy fats con- 
tinue as in 1047, we will continue hav- 
ing high prices for these producU. 

Production of fresh and frozen 
fish will increase if prices stay high 
as they^ow are. Canned fish supplies 
will increase in 1048.. 
.The high prices for feed is expect- 
ed to reduce the number of chickens 
and turkeys raised and reduce the 
number of present layers now on the 
farms. Egg production will be cut 
subsequently so that the later part of 
1048 will see an egg shortage and 
higher prices. 

More Sugar Available 

More sugar will be available to 
Americans tiecause other countries 
do not have the cash to pay the Cu- 
bans for their crops. 

Fruits and vegetables will be plen- 
tiful and will be used extensively, to 
alleviate other food shortages.

One unknown factor remains to 
trouble alt Americans.

There is 
only one exception, — Denmark re- 
ceived 100,000 tons of Russian grain. 
France and England would like all 
they can get and at present trade 
agreements between Russia and Eng- 
land arc under way.

take part in the ruse to bring the 

,glrl out of hiding, Gruninger said. 

"1 just had the urge to run 
away," Grunlnger quoted her as 
saying.

SAN ANTONIO, TEX.-Not man> 
men can boast that they ever chased 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur anywhere 
Ed Armstrong Sr., 82-year-oId vet- 
eran of two major wars and the 
Philippine insurrection, is the ex- 
ception. 

He chased Mac.'^rthur off the pa- 
rade field in the Philippines. 

"It was this way," the former sol- 
dier explained. "I was a major ir 
the 30th infantry under the late Maj. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, father oj 
the now famous commander of al- 
lied occupation forces In Japan. 

"That was in 1899, and Doug Jr., 
was a mischievous 16-year-old boy 
He had the same squint in his eyes 
that he has today. He wore his cap 
at the same jaunty angle. Then, aj 
now, he wore his shirt open at the 
Uiroat." 

Armstrong remembers MacAr- 
thur as an "unforgettable young- 
ster." "He was full of pep and gin- 
ger and curious about anything thai 
was military," he recalled.

"I'll kill him if you try and cap- 
ture me." 

Patrolman R. C. Vandervecn 
crept Into the church In his stock- 
ing feet while the Rev. John Evans 
Knox argued with the gunman at 
the baptismal font.. 

In the church vestibule was Po- 
lice Chief Leo J. Harkins, "preach- 
ing the best sermon of my life," 
and pleading with the fugitive: 

"Boy, you haven't done anything 
too serious. Come out now, and 
don't hurt this man of God who has 
been near death severol times re- 
cently." ' 

"Yah I yahl" the gunmati snarled, 
"You haven't got much on mc. Just 
carrying concealed weapons, steal- 
ing a car and so forth." 

Suddenly the gunman's attention 
was distracted. 

Patrolman Vandorveen, fearful of 
hitting the minister, missed with his 
first shot. Mr. Knox grappled with 
the gunman, but he broke away. 
The patrolman fired again and the 
gunman dropped near the church 
door. 

Had Criminal Record. 
He was identified as Leonard 
Johnson, 29, of Detroit, who had 
served three terms in the Michigan 
reformatory. 

At one time while he was hold- 
ing Mr. Knox prisoner, the gunman 
decided to light a cigaret. 

"You can't smoke in here," Mr. 
Knox cried. "We never allow any- 
one to smoke in the church." 

The gunman put his cigarets 
away. 

The 34-year-old rector, who has 
been seriously ill since returning 
from duty as a naval chaplain, re- 
ceived a black eye and hand cut 
while battling the intruder. 

Johnson and a companion, Lin- 
dcll Brown, 29, of Granville, Ky., 
had been arrested on suspicion ol 
automobile theft earlier. While they 
were being searched at the station, 
Johnson drew a gun and shouted: 
"I'm getting out of here." 
He sprinted into a crowd of noon- 
day shoppers in the downtown sec- 
tion and entered the church. Police 
pursuers stopped suddenly when 
Johnson appeared at the church 
door with a gun pressed to Mr, 
Knox's head. 

Rector Not Scared. 
After shouting his threat, the gun- 
man forced the minister Into the 
church. 

"I wasn't scared, really I 
wasn't," Mr. Knox told newsmen! 
after he was rescued. \ 

"I tried to argue with the man, 
but he wouldn't listen." Police Chief 
Harkins talked to him, too, through 
the window. 

"The man told me he wouldn't 
give himself up because he was
